I learned, too that all dog 


over fourteen inches high bad been 
seized by the Germans This furnished 
lota of speculation among the Belgians 
as to what use the Germans were pat 
ting the animals to tbe general 1m 
presalon apparently being that thej 
were being uaed for food I

likely to me tlmn that they were being 
employed as

I hove mentioned before. if anyone has 
the idea that this war can be won b> 
starving the Huns he hasn t the slight 
est idea bow well provided the Ger 
mans arc In that respect 
They have 


considered their food needs in connec- 
tion with their resources for several 
years to come and they have gone at 
It in such a methodical 
systematic 


way, 
taking into consideration everj 


possible 
contingency, that provided 


there is not an absolute crop failure 
there Isn't the slightest doubt in my 
mind that they can. last for years, anfl 
tho worst o* It Is thcj are very cock 
sure about it themselves 


It is true that the German soldiers 


want peace 
As I watched them 


through the keyhole in the door I 
thought how unfavorably they com 
pared wiJi our men 
The} marched 


along the street without laughter, with 
out joking without singing 
It was 


quite apparent that the war Is telling 
on them I don't believe I saw a single 
German soldier whi> didn't look as if 
he had lost bis best friend—and he 
probably had 


At tbe same time there Is a big dlf 


ference—certainly a difference of sev 
eral years—between wishing the war 
was over and giving up, and I don t 
believe tbe German rani and file imv 
more than their leaders have the slight 
est Idea at this time of giving up at 
all
